Heather Jackson and 
Shannon Fender are deeply 
involved in the community 
of East Jordan. Heather is 
the festival committee treas- 
urer and Shannon is the 
committee president, they 
are both graduates of EJHS 
and love their hometown. 

Fender first became in- 
volved in the festival in the 
1990s, stepped back for a 
while and rejoined in 2010, 
Jackson joined the team in 
2009. The pair have been 
committed to the event that 
has evolved and grown over 
the years. It started as a 4th 
of July Celebration that 
transitioned into the Jordan 
Valley Freedom Festival. 
The name was changed to 
the East Jordan Freedom 
Festival around 2010. 

Planning for the festival 
begins in September. The 
committee meets once a 
month until May with meet- 
ings increasing in frequency 
until the big day arrives 
which will be June 23-26, this 
year. “Deciding on entertain- 
ment, choosing a theme, cre- 
ating a button design are all 
things that happen early in 
the planning process. 
Adding details and finding 
volunteers happen later 
when we get closer to the 
event,” said Fender. 

The committee has con- 
sisted of 5 or 6 people for the 


last 7or 8 years but the week 
of the event many people 
step forward to help. “Right 
now we have a committee of 
6 and for the three day event 
I bet we have close to 100 
people that are involved. 
Some of them might just be 
an hour or a few hours. It all 
depends on what they are 
helping with during the festi- 
val,” said Jackson. The core 
group works very hard and 
puts in long hours the week 
of the festival. 

Over the years the festival 
has included the Miss & Mr. 
Firecracker Pageant, an out- 
door movie, old time kids 
games, carnival, block party, 
parade, button drawing, 3- 
On-3 basketball tournament, 
bounce houses, petting zoo, 
prize raffle, talent show, lip 
sync contest, freedom lovers 
breakfast, and, of course, the 
fireworks, to name only 
some of the fun. “My fa- 
vorite event is the Friday 
Night Block Party. It’s a 
great night for everyone, but 
it always seems to bring lots 
of locals to town. It’s a great 
time to meet up with people 
that you don’t get to see 
other times. Everyone has a 
great time with the live 
music, food and local 501 C3 
booths. There have been 
many years that I have seen 
classmates and past resi- 
dents that come back to East 
Jordan for vacation during 
the Freedom Festival,” said 
Fender. 

Although they will be 
committing their time to 
other endeavors they care 
about the event. “The Free- 
dom Festival is an important 
event for East Jordan and I 
hope someone steps up to 
take on the festival and keep 
it going,” said Fender. The 
pair will be organizing the 
2022 festival, and would like 
to have interested volunteers 
shadow them and learn the 
ropes.
